THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New London, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote 
in town affacrs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in 
said New London on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. To choose a board of three trustees, one to serve 
one year, one to serve two years, and one to serve three 
years, said board of trustees to have custody of all trust 
funds held by the town, in accordance with Chapter 162, 
Laws of 1915. . 


4. To choose a member of the cemetery commission 
for the ensuing three years. 


5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and com- 
mittees heretofore chosen, and pass vote relating thereto. 


6. To find out how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of highways, bridges and sidewalks, 
more than the law requires, for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same.

7. To see if the town will vote to raise five hundred 
dollars ($500) for repairs on permanent improved roads, 
and make appropriation of the same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
sufficient to secure state aid for highways for the ensuing 
year, and make appropriation of the same. 


9. To see if the town will raise fifty dollars ($50) for 
the observance of Memorial Day and pay same to An- 
thony Colby Post, G. A. R., and make appropriation of 
the same. 


10. To see if the town will raise four hundred dollars 
($400) for the maintenance of fifty (50) electric hghts on 
the streets of New London for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


11. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise more. than the law requires for the town library for 
the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the same. 


12. To see if the town will raise fifty dollars ($50) for 
cemetery purposes for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise three hundred 
dollars ($300) for cement sidewalk in the village of EI- 
kins, and make appropriation of the same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of: 
seven hundred dollars ($700) to be expended on the road 
on the west side of Pleasant Lake from Walker’s Corner, 
so called, to land of Laura McFarland, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


15. To see if the town will vote to accept the Nelson 
lot, so called, with building to cost fifteen thousand dol-

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the New London School Board: 


My report for the period beginning April 1, 1915, and. 
extending to February 15, 1916, follows. I shall aim to 
make it brief and concise. Appended you will find a 
list of honor pupils for the past calendar year and a sta- 
tistical table of general information regarding the indi- 
vidual schoolrooms. 

Your schools impressed me from the first as being above 
the average of rural and small-village schools. The gen- 
eral spirit among both teachers and pupils appeared on 
the whole to be excellent. But one change in the teach- 
ing force was made at the end of the school year in June, 
and that has resulted very satisfactorily. 

At present you have an efficient corps of teachers and 
a generally excellent spirit existing in the schools. 

On account of certain local conditions—mainly the rela- 
tions that must necessarily exist between your town 
school system and the academy—your nine grade plan 
seems permissible. Pupils who go to the academy are 
thrown among a class of students of more mature devel- 
opment and the additional year offered by your local 
school system should_be time well spent. In this conneec- 
tion I strongly recommend a reorganization of content 
beginning with the seventh year. As soon as the new 
state syllabus for elementary schools, now in preparation 
by the state department, is available, I shall submit to 
you a plan for your full nine grade system. This will 
follow the state course up to and including the sixth year. 
Beginning with the seventh year and extending through 
the eighth and ninth I shall submit a course calling for 
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actual additional work equivalent to a full year’s sub- 
jects. This will include a somewhat fuller treatment of 
some of the phases of arithmetic and language—the latter 
having special reference to literature and original com- 
position, both oral and written. For additional work in 
other lines I shall suggest a brief course in physical geog- 
raphy, algebra, elementary science with especial refer- 
ence to agriculture and manual arts. These subjects 
offer substantial work of general as well as specific value 
and will aid in correlating your elementary school system 
with the secondary school work of the academy. 

Some of the above-mentioned subjects are now being 
tried out with the ninth grade at the Low Plain school 
(two pupils). At Elkins and Colby Hill, the ninth grades 
are not up to scholastic requirements and will need all 
the remainder of the present school year to attain a satis- 
factory eighth grade standard. I doubt if some of them 
will be able to reach even that point. I believe this con- 
dition to be the result of some unwarranted promotions 
in the past. With the exception of the above-cited cases 
your grades have attained fairly satisfactory proficiency. 

The school at Elkins suffers from a low average attend- 
ance, and it appears that this condition has prevailed for 
some years. Miss Harding, who is now on her second 
year, is using her best efforts to improve the situation. I 
also have made some suggestions which I hope may prove 
helpful. I recommend that a nian effort be made along 
this line. 

Miss Morgan, who has had a long period of service in 
the Low Plain school, is producing good results and the 
general school atmosphere is excellent. I class this school 
as fully 25% above the average rural school. My only 
suggestion would be the adoption of a little more elas- 
ticity in the treatment of text-book work. 

At Colby Hill all three rooms—and the building as a 
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whole—present a most praiseworthy appearance. You 
have a thoroughly harmonious corps of teachers, all of 
whom are doing efficient work in the eclass-room and in 
maintaining that indefinable attitude of helpfulness and 
good counsel so valuable in producing the ideal school 
atmosphere. 

I heartily commend all of your teachers and recommend 
that every reasonable effort be made to retain their 
services. 

I wish to submit a few recommendations of a physical 
rather than scholastic nature. First, I would advise that 
during the summer vacation all the text-books in all the 
schools be brought together, inventoried, renumbered and 
accounted for in a permanent record and an efficient sys- 
tem installed for recording all future acquisitions. 

Second, I most strongly urge the installation of some 
device for heating the corridors at the Colby Hill school. 
I am entirely unable to understand the origin of the pres- 
ent plan, which is absolutely useless. In this same con- 
nection I would express the belief that a large amount of 
fuel is being wasted in this building. Your use of coal 
in one of the furnaces is a step in the right direction. 

The building as a whole is pleasant, attractive and well 
designed. The adoption of the above suggestions would 
make it thoroughly satisfactory and a credit to the town. 
It is unfortunate that better playground facilities do not 
appear to be available. 

I believe that the town should be well pleased with the 
efficient and intelligent manner in which the members of 
your board perform their duties and provide, so far as 
means are available, for the best interests of the pupils 
under their jurisdiction. —

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


To the Citizens of New London: 


The trustees of the public library submit the following 
report for the year ending February 15, 1916: 

The past year has been one of growth and added inter- 
est in the library. As in former years, the library has 
been open for reading and for taking out books every 
day in the week but Sunday. The number of persons 
using the library is constantly increasing. Valuable ad- 
ditions have been made to the books of reference, among 
them a set of the new International Cyclopedia, conceded 
by most librarians to be the best cyclopedia published 
for use in this country. The trustees thoroughly revised 
the library early in the fall, throwing out many worn 
and soiled books. Those of value were replaced by new 
copies, and some of the worn volumes that were still 
of value were sent to Morehouse College, Atlanta, 
Georgia, where they were much appreciated. The list of 
magazines includes most of the leading magazines of the 
day. A few changes have been made since last year. 
The trustees are desirous of making the library valuable 
in a local historical way, and to this end would urge the 
citizens of the town to make gifts to the library of val- 
uable books and manuscripts pertaining to the history 
of the town. One member of the board has promised to 
give a complete file of town reports. This will be a 
valuable gift. 

The library has been wired for electricity and with this 
incraased lighting surely one can find no pleasanter place 
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to spend the evening. We would wish again to express 
our thanks to Miss Emma Bartlett for her generous 
service, and to all friends who have helped to make the 
library what it is. We cannot close this report without 
referring to the increasing generosity of one member of 
the board, for were it not for these gifts of money there 


would be few additions to the library.
